Restoring World Ceatideme: 


The signing of the Lausanne treaty on ne 9 by all the great European 
powers, whereby all the German war reparations were wiped out, and provid- 
ing instead that Germany shall pay in one lump sum an amount which repre- 
sents one cent for every dollar demanded by the Allies after the close of the 
war, marks a new and an important forward step in the direction of estab- 
ishing the peace of the world and in restoring the economic health of all 
nations. 

Apart altogether from the specific agreements set forth in this historical 
doctument, and the gains thereby conferred upon a long suffering world, the 
fact that the great Eutopean powers, and more especially Germany and 
France, have at last met on common ground, and have signed a treaty as a 
result of consultation and compromise rather than one forced by one upon 
the other, is one of the most hopeful occurrences for many years. 

Since the signing of the Peace Treaty, and the imposition of a war in- 
demnity on Germany totalling the huge and impossible sum of $65,000,000,- 
000, together with many other humiliations and penalties, nothing but bitter 
feelings have prevailed on the continent of Europe. Physical warfare has 
been followed by an ever intensified economic warfare; fortifications and 
barbed wire trench entanglements, cannon and machine guns have been suc- 
ceeded by high and ever higher tariff barriers. Each nation has been deter- 
mined to have as little trade intercourse with its neighbors as possible; each 
was endeavoring to economically strangle the other. Each was suspicious of 
and feared the other. Each demanded security from the others. Thus Europe 
was deadlocked, trade stagnated, all people suffered, and warlike armaments 
steadily increased despite all efforts to reduce and control them. 

‘Seemingly interminable “conversations” took place between various na- 
tions, international conference followed conference without any tangible re- 
sults being achieved until confidence in the world’s political leaders, and even 
in our existing institutions of government, was more or less shaken. Even in 
Western Canada leaders of certain parties and groups openly predicted the 
failure of this last Lausanne conference. This loss of confidence was, indeed, 
the world’s greatest loss because it was shattering all hope of success and a 
way out of our difficulties being found. 

The signing of the Lausanne treaty refuted the prophecies of these pesst- 
mists. It demonstrated that our statesmen are not bankrupt in vision, 
patriotism, or diplomacy. It has once again proven that there is always a 
way out if patience, persistence, tact, coupled with determination, and a will 
to succeed is in evidence, 

To Premier Ramsay MacDonald belongs the chief credit for this great 
achievement. He refused at all times to recognize the possibility of failure. 
When the probability of getting France and Germany to agree seemed 
most remote, when consultation followed consultation without results, Ram- 
say MacDonald kept up the good fight until finally he succeeded in bringing 
these two historic enemies together. Justly deserved were the warm congrat- 
ulations extended to him by King George. The whole world owes him a debt 
of gratitude. He has restored confidence in democratic institutions of gov: 
ernment throughout the world, and has thereby paved the way for further 
successes at future conferences. 

Besides wiping out the war reparations of $65,000,000,000 which Ger- 
many was obligated to pay, and replacifig that sum with a lump sum of 
$650,000,000 to be. paid when Germany can sell bonds for that amount, the 
Lausanne treaty declares suspension of collection and payment of inter- 
European war debts for a time; it includes an agreement to assist Austria 
and the Danubian states which are in financial difficulties and whose prosper- 
ity is closely linked with that of Germany; it creates a committee to study 
the grain problem in the Danubian states which are embarrassed by a huge 
surplus; and it creates machinery for a world economic conference under the 
auspices of the League Of Nations, in which all nations, including the United 
States, will participate. 

The Lausanne conference did not accomplish eve that some 
people hoped of it, but it did succeed in making tremendous strides along the 
road to world betterment and a restoration of conditions which it is essential 
shall be restored before there can be a return to world confidence, world 
trade, world prosperity. Had that conference ended in failure, the outlook 
would have been dark indeed, whereas the large measure of success achieved 
not only means an immediate betterment, but makes possible the further 
coming together of the nations in a better, more hopeful, more friendly spirit 
to consider other problems, such as disarmament, tariff barriers, international 
currency problems, and allied subjects. 

The world outlook is distinctly better because Ramsay MacDonald stuck

Vaccine For Tuberculosis 


Discovery May Mean Partial’ Control 
Of Dread Disease 


In a copyright story, the Milwau- 


kee Sentinel said 29 years of research 


by Dr. Williams D. Frost, agricultural 


bacteriologist at the University of 
Wisconsin, have been rewarded by 


discovery of a vaccine “Tubuvase,” 
which ultimately may bring partial 
control of tuberculosis. 

The vaccine is obtained from iso- 
lated tubercle bacilli treated by ultra- 
violet rays. 

“The rays,” the paper sald; “‘effec- 
tively kill the germs of tuberculosis, 


but apparently produce little chemical 
change. in their scientific bodies of 


toxins," and from the ray-treated 


bacilli the doctor obtained a vaccine 
which was physically harmless, yet 


potent enough to combat live bacilli.

His 
father, George Wolcott Gillette, was 
an inventor before him. His mother 
wrote “The White House Cook Book.”

People who have been looking for a 
tapeworm ‘trap, an air-cooled rocking 
chair, goggles for their chickens, bul- 
lets that shoot around corners, or 
even a device for creating and main- 
taining dimples, are herewith referred 
to the United States patent office 
where specification of such articlds 
are on file, duly stamped with the 
government's approval.

The contrivances have been de- 
signed for a wide variety of problems.

White residents of Hong Kong, 
China, have recently been introduced 
to a new fish food from British Col- 
umbia in the shape of frozen herring 
and they are reported to have re 
ceived it with relish. Enterprising fish 
people in British Columbia, alert to 
find and develop new markets, have 
discovered that their frozen herring 
are welcomed in the British settle- 
ment at Hong Kong, In preparing the 
herring for thie trade the producers 
select first quality fh, freeze them 
without salt, and put them up for 
market in 60 pounds cases. Several 
shipments were made to Hong Kong 
during the herring fishing season just 
ended on the east and west coasts of 
Vancouver Island. For many years 
past British Columbia fish producers 
have done a large business with 
China in Grysalted herring but the 
export of frozen herring to Chinese 
ports is a new departure: The dry- 
salted herring shipped to China are 
used by the Chinese people them- 
selves while the sales of frozen 
heer, 5 in Hong Kong have been 
made to white consumers.—St 
Thomas Times-Journal.

In The World 


Number Of Women Increasing But 
More Entering Marrisge State 

There are fewer spinsters in the 
world, and they are becoming fewer 
each year, Yet there are more wo- 
men. 

In Britain the marriage outlook for 
women is growing steadily brighter, 
for while 30 years ago 3,950 out of 
every 10,000 women in England 
remained single, the proportion is 
now down to 8,650, while in Scotland 
there has been a similar decrease. 

Fifty per cent. of the women in 
Australia and New Zealand were un- 
married in 1901; now there are 45 
per cent. 

Denmark has fewer spinsters also, 
but Japan and Italy have increase in 
number. 

There are 380,000,000 spinsters in 
the world, of whom Britain has 6,- 
000,000, the United States 11,000,000, 
and France 8,000,000. 

America had 297 adult spinsters 
per 1,000 women in 1910. Ten years 
later there were 278, and now only 
264 of them are spinsters. This 
despite the fact that for years more 
and more girls are born in compart- 
son with boys in America. 

In Germany the population was 
57,700,000 In 1910 and 62,400,000 tn 
1925—an increase of 4,700,000. 

But the number of unmarried wo- 
men remained almost stationary. 
There are about 16,000,000 of them, 
and in this 15-years of growing popu- 
lation only increased by 36,000. 

In France today 44 women in 100 
are not married, against 45.2 in 1920, 
despite the fact that the ‘excess of 
Women over men—the “surplus” wo- 
men—has more than doubled since 
pre-war years. 

There were 8,883,456 spinsters in 
France in 1921, and the figure fell to 
8,808,265 in 1926, Married. women 
mumbered 8,489,008 in 1921, and 9,- 
184,458 in 1926—an increase of 695,- 
450. 

These figures are of vital import- 
ance to every woman in the world— 
but no one seems to explain satis- 
factorily the paradox of more women 
and fewer spinsters. 

There were more marriages at all 
ages in 1927 in England and Wales 
than in 1922—3808,000 instead of 299,- 
000—but there were fewer women 
married between the ages of 80 and 
89—30,000 instead of 42,000. 

In Switzerland there were slightly 
more marriages in 1927 than in 1924, 
28,585 instead of 28,510. But the num- 
ber of marriages between the ages of 
80 and 39 slumped from 6,118 to 4,- 
676. 

Why have women, according to 
statistics, a better chance of getting 
married? 

Some experts say marriage is en- 
tered into more lightly and that thon- 
gands of men and women who would 
not otherwise, because their wives 
have emplcyment and are self-sup- 
porting. 


War On Crows 


Saskatchewan University Finds That 
These Birds Hat Grain 

To settle the question as to wheth- 
er or not the crow is more useful than 
injurious to the farm, a post mortem 
was held at the University of Sas- 
katchewan—and the result has 
brought about a renewal of the war- 
fare against the large black birds.

The Takeout:—This is a bid.in an- 
other suit or no trump. It must, in 
the early stages of the bidding, be 
construed by the original bidder as a 
denial of the original bid. In effect 
it may not be a denial as the respond- 
ing hand may have more than normal 
expectancy in the original bid, but 
may have a powerful suit of its own. 
In many cases the takeout is made 
to find out if the hand “fits.” If the 
two hands can support each other’s 
bids, the hand does fit and high con- 
tracts can usually be made. 

A second takeout of the original 
bid is a definite denial and tells part- 
ner it is best not to play the hand in 
the original declaration unless the 
original bidder's hand is exceptionally 
strong in the suit bid. 

The Forcing Takeout is never a de- 
nial of partner’s bid. In other words a 
forcing-response should,not be made, 
as a rule, unless the forcing bidder 
has at least neutral support in the 
original declaration, By neutral sup- 
port is meant two trumps at least. 
However a forcing takeout may be 
made without even neutral support in

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Another Naval 
Conference 


Proposal Made To Discuss Further 
Reduction Of Sea Forces 

Great Britain has launched a move 
for another five-power naval confer- 
ence aimed at further reductions of 
sea forces. The proposal for a five- 
power naval conference between 
Britain, the United States, Japan, 
France and Italy was advanced by a 
high British authority in a press in- 
terview. 

He proposed that it be held in the 
interval before the world disarma- 
ment conference resumes its activi- 
ties in the fall. 

The proposal came at the same 
time as publication of the detailed 
British naval disarmament proposals 
in London, in the course of a state- 
ment by Stanley Baldwin, welcoming 
the Hoover plan for a one-third reduc- 
\tion in world armaments. 

. Spokesmen of the other powers at 
the world disarmament conference 
withheld comment on the British pro- 
posal, although representatives of the 
United States were critical of the 
British naval disarmament proposals 

“The naval questions are most com- 
plex and require extensive and frank 
‘discussions on the part of those con 
cerned,” said the British sponsor of 
thé conference proposal, in an inter- 
view in which his name was withheld, 
by agreement. “President. Hoover 
himself willbe the first to agree 
that naval reductions cannot be ac- 
complished by the mere mention of a 
vulgar fraction.” 

The London and Washington gov- 
ernments were in agreement on the 
principle of further and substantial 
naval reductions, thé British spokes- 
man said. He backed up the British 
declaration in London on the impossi- 
bility of numerical reduction of naval 
units beyond a certain figure for a 
power like Britain with . world-wide 
interests. 

United States naval experts critic- 
ized the British plans for cutting 
down the size of capital ships, air- 
craft carriers and cruisers and cruis- 
ers in future naval reinforcements. 
One of them characterized it as the 
renewal of a 10-year-old controversy 
“in which the British have sought by 
reducing the-size of our ships to keep 
our navy in home waters.”

Movement In Denmark Toward Union 
States London Paper 

The statement in the London New 
Statesman and the Nation that there 
is @ movement in Denmark looking:

Lausanne Conferénoe Result Has Op: 
timistic Effect 
The success of the Lausanne Con- 


by the optimistic effect on interna- 
tipnal nade and commodity markets 
than by polifical speeches. The effect 
,has been more marked in London 
than elsewhere. The fact is that the 
statesmen at Lausanne ‘reached a de- 
gree of accord thought to be impos- 
sible a few days ago. 

One-half of the war-debt problem 
has been solved. Such is the net effect 
of the Lausanne conference. It is true 
that Germany is to make a final pay- 
ment of about $750,000,000 at some 
future unstipulated.,.date. But the 
money is to be raised by domestic 
bond issue, to be redemmed over a 
period of many years. For all prac- 
tical purposes reparations have come 
come to an end. - 

It remains to be seen whether the 
delegates at Lausanne were justified 
in their expectations of the future 

attitude of the United States. The 
European settlement would have been 
ridiculous, of course, unless there had 
been confidence that Washington 
would wipe the war-debt slate clean 
immediately after the presidential 
election. 

There is the remote possibility that 
some stern inreconcilable will again 
try to whip up anti-European senti- 
ment among Americans and force 


collections, But the prospect is slim 
Nearly everyone in the United States 
knows that Europe, as a whole, could 
not continue to pay war debts, even 
if she would. Every one should also 
know that with the exception of Bri- 
tain no European country would now 
pay any more war debts, unless liter- 
ally forced to do so.—Toronto Globe.

Hudson Bay Junction 


Contrary to recent despatches em- 

anating from The Pas, Man,, a large 
stock yard, capable of feeding two 
train loads of cattle at one time will 
be built in Hudson Bay Junction this 
summer. This information was given 
to J. I. Cross, president of the Hud- 
son Bay Junctidn Board of Trade by 
R. Byron Horner, director of the 
Canadian National Railways in Prince 
Albert. 
‘ Hudson Bay Junction is chosen by 
the company as the last feeding point 
for cattle going over the Hudson Bay 
line, and will also be used extensively 
for accommodation of cattle going to 
eastern markets. Kighty pens will be 
constructed with complete equipment 
for watering and feeding. Railway 
facilities are already ample to care 
for a large volume of traflic, with 
plenty of room for expansion. This 
location was chosen in view of the 
quality of native upland hay growing 
in the country.

Measure Of Defense 


Norway To Occupy Strip Of Green- 
land For Protection Purposes 

The Norwegian Government has 
decided to occupy a strip of south- 
eastern Greenland, two miles wide, 
between latitudes 60 degrees 30 min- 
utes and 60 degrees 40 minutes. 

The occupation, said an official 
statement, is a measure of defence 
which Norway has been forced to 
take, Denmark having given police 
authority to its expeditions to east 
Greenland this year. The statement 
also said that in late years Danish 
authorities have tried to close west 
Greenland to foreigners and thus pre- 
vent whalers and fishermen working 
in the open sea from calling at Green- 
land ports for water.
